Morris, a six foot three inch 
w ealthy Republican lawyer from 
New York, accepted the appoint­ 
m ent yesterday as "independent" 
supervisor of a projected house­ 
cleaning designed to weed out any 
corruption in government agen­ 
cies. 
Sworn in by Attorney General 
M cGrath. 
Morris said 
promptly 
and bluntly, in M cG rath’s pres­ 
ence, th at he proposed to start 
his work by looking into the a t­ 
torney general's departm ent. 
The House Judiciary Com m ittee 
earlier this week also voted to 
m ake a separate "non-political’’ 
investigation of the Justice De­ 
partm ent. It acted in the wake of 
recent tax scandal disclosures and 
continuing charges by Republicans

M c G r a t h ’ s 
office

Police said they solved the rob­ 
bery yesterday with admissions by 
Joseph (The Blim p> Paladino, 24, 
Carm ine (T oothsio Zoccolillo, 21, 
and Joseph <Jojo> Guidice, also 21, 
all unemployed New Yorkers. 
As a 13-vear-old laundry deliv­ 
ery boy, police said, Paladino once 
called on the designer and her hus­ 
band, dress m anufacturer ^>eon 
Livingston, and made a m ental 
note of the rich furnishings. 
When he lost an upholstery job 
about a m onth ago, Paladino was 
quoted as saying, he “rem em bered 


how fancy their place was. I was 
broke and needed money, and I 
knew they were wealthy.”

Paladino then visited a lunch­ 
eonette near the laundry and from 
the drivers learned th at the Liv­ 
ingstons still occupied the P ark 
avenue apartm ent.

have a radiator with smart, slen- 
fcder tubes in your home- a radia­ 
tor that may be recessed com­ 
pletely in the wall and concealed 
by a slit fed enclosure. 
In its best location in t h e h o m e 
under the winow 
the radiator 
counteracts incoming drafts and 
sends a continuous stream of sun­ 
like rays straight to the living 
zone of the room, where it counts 
most. The air is also warmed by 
convection or currents set in mo­ 
tion by the radiant heat given off 
at the radiator. It is clean, health­ 
ful heat and excellent protection 
against winter colds and ills. 
The princi^M advantage of radi­ 
ator heating, says the bureau, is 
that, when the thermostat shuts 
off the heat supply, the radiators 
do not cool immediately. There­ 
fore, there is a constant source of 
heat in the room, which compen­ 
sates for the continual heat loss. 
This tends to prevent the possible 
chilling effect which might take 


j place if the entire source of heat 
were cut off at once. 
Particularly gratifying from the 
point of view of hoijiemakers and 
decorators is the fact that these 
radiators are so small and good 
looking they blend inconspicuously' 
and harmoniously with the finest 
furnishings.

Modernize and 
provide shallow-free light by plac­ 
ing fluorescent tubes over sink, 
range and work surfaces. The out­ 
moded incandescent center ceiling

.S24.DOO.OOO FOR IRAN 
The announcement that Iran had decided, 
after some hesitation, to accept S24.000.0O0 
worth of help from the United States under 
the Point Four Program did not sit well with 
many Americans. 
This was not so much 
because of the trouble Iran has caused lately 
as because there was a strong implication 
that the Iranians were doing us a consider­ 
able favor in taking the money. 
But we can expect to encounter such an 
attitude occasionally if we are going to circle 
the globe handing out money for*;he de­ 
velopment of backward areas. Some people 
receive money joyously, with appropriate 
gratitude to the source, while others want 
to know first about the strings which may l>e 
attached. The cautious ones may in the end 
make the better use of the money. The Iran­ 
ians, having pondered well the acceptance of 
this aid, may be careful to obtain the utmost 
benefit from it. And benefit is the objective 
of the Point Four Program.

PRISON KRS IN RUSSIA 
Casualties of war are lister! 
in three 
groups: the dead, the wounded and the miss­ 
ing. Cleat hopes always are pinned on the 
possibility that those who are missing will 
turn up as prisoners of war, to be returned 
to their homelands after war is over. Usually 
these hopes are realized for a considerable 
number of the missing. Although World War 
II has been over for more than six years, 
a United Nations commission is still trying 
to clear up tile mystery of more than a mil­ 
lion missing men. In the process of check­ 
ing casualty and prisoner lists, some of the 
original missing were long ago given up as 
lost. But these million or more have neither 
been /ound nor been given up. Most are Ger­ 
mans, Austrians, Japanese and Italians, be­ 
lieved to have been captured by the Rus­ 
sians. The question is: Where are they now? 
Russia wanted no inquiry made, and has 
refused to furnish lists of prisoners or to co­ 
operate otherwise. Its policy seems short­ 
sighted for a nation which is trying to con­ 
vince other nations that it has found the se­ 
cret of paradise. Surely no other people, ob­ 
serving the situation, will fail to wonder if 
the missing prisoners of war are slaves in 
“paradise.’* 
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MAIL AND PASSENGERS’ 
Officials of the Post Office Department 
have suggested that eventually the airlines 
may find it profitable to make special flights 
between major cities with mail as the chief 
or only cargo. Airmail is now carried as ex­ 
tra baggage on passenger flights, as other 
mail is carried on passenger trains. 
The 
railrot^is long ago found the mail load much 
heavier than the passenger load on many 
runs, and in such cases passengers now ride 
incidentally, if at all. on mail trains. The 
same situation might occur one day in the 
air. 
The profit in transportation is not to be 
found in carrying mail, but in hauling pas­ 
sengers and freight. Better mail service 
probably' boosts freight business, since it 
stimulates trade, but in the relation of mail 
to passengers the transportation business 
does not always make a net gain from im­ 
provements. In the days when mail traveled 
at the pace of a horse or a sailing ship, per­ 
sonal travel to transact business was much 
more satisfactory and often cheaper, when 
time was considered, than correspondence. 
But now' that mail moves at train and air­ 
plane speed, and is supplemented by tele­ 
phone, telegraph and radio, it is becoming 
an increasingly satisfactory substitute for 
personal travel. Hence railroads and airlines 
doubtless lose some passenger business be­ 
cause they carry mail so well. 
Progress benefits all in the end. but it 
sometimes has surprising immediate results 
for those who help it along.

$24,000,000 FOR IRAN 
The announcement that Iran had decided, 
after some hesitation, to accept $24,000,000 
worth of help from the United States under 
the Point Four Program did not sit well with 
many Americans. 
This was not so much 
because of the trouble Iran has caused lately 
as because there was a strong implication 
that the Iranians were doing us a consider­ 
able favor in taking the money. 
But we can expect to encounter such an 
attitude occasionally if we are going to circle 
the globe handing out money for*;he de­ 
velopment of backward areas. Some people 
receive money joyously, with appropriate 
gratitude to the source, while others want 
to know first about the strings which may be 
attached. The cautious ones may in the end 
make the better use of the money. The Iran­ 
ians, having pondered well the acceptance of 
this aid, may be careful to obtain the utmost 
benefit from it. And benefit is the objective 
of the Point Four Program.

PRISONERS IN RUSSIA 
Casualties of war are listed 
in three 
groups: the dead, the wounded and the miss­ 
ing. Great hopes always are pinned on the 
possibility that those who are missing will 
turn up as prisoners of war, to be returned 
to their homelands after war is over. Usually 
these hopes are realized for a considerable 
number of the missing. Although World War 
II has been over for more than six years, 
a United Nations commission is still trying 
to clear up the mystery of more than a mil­ 
lion missing men. In the process of check­ 
ing casualty and prisoner lists, some of the 
original missing were long ago given up as 
lost. But these million or more have neither 
been iound nor been given up. Most are Ger­ 
mans, Austrians, Japanese and Italians, be­ 
lieved to have been captured by the Rus­ 
sians. The question is: Whore are they now? 
Russia wanted no inquiry made, and has 
refused to furnish lists of prisoners or to co­ 
operate otherwise. Its policy seems short­ 
sighted for a nation which is trying to con­ 
vince other nations that it has found the se­ 
cret of paradise. Surely no other people, ob­ 
serving the situation, will fail to wonder if 
the missing prisoners of war are slaves in 
‘‘paradise.” 
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MAIL AND PASSEN G ER S^ 
Officials of the Post Office Department 
have suggested that eventually the airlines 
may find it profitable to make special flights 
between major cities with mail as the chief 
or only cargo. Airmail is now carried as ex­ 
tra baggage on passenger flights, as other 
mail is carried on passenger trains. 
The 
railroqjis long ago found the mail load much 
heavier than the passenger load on many 
runs, and in such cases passengers now ride 
incidentally, if at all, on mail trains. The 
same situation might occur one day in the 
air. 
The profit in transportation is not to be 
found in carrying mail, but in hauling pas­ 
sengers and freight. Better mail service 
probably boosts freight business, since it 
stimulates trade, but in the relation of mail 
to passengers the transportation business 
does not always make a net gain from im­ 
provements. In the days when mail traveled 
at the pace of a horse or a sailing ship, per­ 
sonal travel to transact business was much 
more satisfactory and often cheaper, when 
time was considered, than correspondence. 
But now that mail moves at train and air­ 
plane speed, and is supplemented by tele­ 
phone, telegraph and radio, it is becoming 
an increasingly satisfactory substitute for 
personal travel. Hence railroads and airlines 
doubtless lose some passenger business be­ 
cause they carry mail so well. 
Progress benefits all in the end, but it 
sometimes has surprising immediate results 
for those who help it along. 


"These Days’ 
By GEORGE SOKOLSKY 


EGYPT 
While it is undoubtedly true that in the current 
turmoil in Egypt, Soviet Russia stirs already mud­ 
died waters, Egyptian nationalism had made it­ 
self felt for a prolonged period, anti-foreign riots 
having taken place as early as June 12,* 1882. 
Nationalism was then, as now’, a strong mo­ 
tivating force in all Eastern Mediterranean coun­ 
tries, ancient peoples resisting their control by the 
younger and, to them, less important, Western 
European countries. Today, internationalism is re­ 
garded by such peoples as a weapon of the Anglo- 
American powers to maintain the authority of the 
British Empire. 
Woodrow Wilson revived the spirit of national* 
ism among the weak and backward nations, par­ 
ticularly in Asia, by the “Fourteen Points,” sup­ 
porting the concept of self-determination. In India, 
China and Fgypt, colonialism became the most ob­ 
jectionable form of Western domination of Eastern 
peoples. Sun Yat-sen turned his back on America 
and his eyes toward Soviet Russia on the issue of 
colonialism; Gandhi excited the imagination ot the 
world on the same issue. 
The basic problem in Fgypt is the revision of 
the 1936 treaty with Great Britain. 
In July, 1951, 
the Egyptian Foreign Minister stated: 
”. . . Perhaps the British had now realized, 
however, tliat ‘the most important point in any 
Anglo-Egyptian talks is that Egypt will not stand 
on their side at any time so long as they insist on 
occupying our territory and on separating the 
Sudan from Egypt ’ 
The 1936 Treaty would avail 
them nothing at a time of political or military 
pressure. 
Instead, it would be a cause of friction 
between Egypt and Britain at the moment of their 
grave and most pressing crisis’ . . . ” 
The Egyptians demand that the Sudan must he 
under Egypt and greater Egyptian participation in 
the Suez Canal; the evacuation of British troops 
and the unification of the Nile Valley. On August 
26, 1951, a mass meeting of the Socialist, National­ 
ist, and Socialist-Peasant parties passed resolu­ 
tions demanding that 
the 
1936 Anglo-Egypiian 
Treaty and the 1S99 Sudan Condominium agree­ 
ment be abrogated without delay. 
Th yv called for 
a boycott of British troops. and that no food, ma­ 
terial, or labor be allowed to reach British camps. 
In October, the radical nationalistic Moslem 
Brotherhood passed violent resolutions, perhaps 
the strongest of which were the? fust three: 
“. . . (1) That a state of war with Britain 
should be declared and British forces in Egypt and 
the Sudan be considered aggressors; 
(2) That 
Anglo-Egyptian economic, 
commercial, 
and cul­ 
tural relations should be severed; 13 1 That all 
Egyptians should be allowed to carry arms without 
license and that assaults on Britons should not be 
punishable. . . . 
Great Britain, the United States, France and 
Turkey, proposed the Allied Middle East Command, 
inviting Egypt to join them. 
Should Egypt accept 
the invitation, Great Britain would agree to the 
suspension ot the 1936 treaty and to the with­ 
drawal of such British forces not allocated to the 
proposed Middle East Command. 
The proposal is 
long, complicated, dealing with Egyptian, Sudanese 
and Suez problems. 
Kg>pt rejected this proposal 
on the ground that it could not be considered 
while British forces remained in Egypt. 
The difficulty that the Egyptian government 
faced obviously was that they had so inflamed 
their own people against Great Britain that they 
could not stem the tide. 
This was most evident 
when Pakistan's offer of mediation was rejected. 
The Egyptian Prime Minister, Nahas Pasha, 
offered 
the 
Egyptian 
Parliament 
tour 
decrees 
unilaterally abrogating the Anglo-Egyptian treaty 
of 1936 and the 1F99 Condominium agreement. 
This naturally the British rejected and the re­ 
jection was supiKirted by the United States. 
The 
"British replied: 
“The Anglo-Hgvptian Treaty of friendship and 
alliance of 1936 contains no provisión for unilateral 
denunciation at any time. 
If the principle were 
accepted that one party to such a treaty were en­ 
ticed to denounce that treaty unilaterally, no re­ 
liance could he placed on any international agree­ 
ment, and the whole basis and structure of inter­ 
national relations would cease to exist. 
The year 1951 ended with no solution to any 
of the Egyptian problems, which now have reached 
a climax with the fall of the Egyptian Cabinet, the 
assertion of unusual authority bv the King, and 
the burning of the historic Shephcard's Hotel, 
during rioting. 
This is a struggle between nationalism and in­ 
ternationalism. a solution for which is not im­ 
mediately available. 
Neither sirio can readily give 
in and the United Nations lacks the prestige’ to be 
of any value. 
Yet, a solution must he found if the 
Moslem world is not to turn entirely against the 
West.

FIBROSITIS— Ml S O LAR RHEUMATISM 
Years ago, w hen a pain in the muscle orcui red. 
it was called muscular rheumatism and treatment 
by heat and aspirin usually gave relief. We do not 
hear or read now of the words muscular rheuma­ 
tism as this pain is called fibrositis or nonarticular 
inot in the joint i rheumatism. Fibrositis is an in­ 
flammation of the fibrous ends of muscle fibers 
which are inserted into ends of the hones to he 
moved, as in knee, ankle, spine and other parts. 
Because muscular rheumatism is one of the 
commonest ailments afflicting mankind, causing loss 
of time from work, it is receiving considerable at­ 
tention from our industrial physicians. 
In The Ontario Medical Review, Dr. Wallace 
Graham. Department of Medicine, University of 
Toronto, and president of the Canadian Rheuma­ 
tism Society, states that fibrositis (nonarticular 
rheumatism) occupies a prominent place in indus­ 
try from the standpoint of illness and loss of work­ 
ing hours. 
“The patient complains of pain and stiffness in 
various soft tissue areas notably the neck, shoulder, 
shoulder blade areas, and lower back.” The pain 
comes, goes away for a time, and when it returns 
it may be more severe. It is worse alter rest, worse 
with dampness, colds and draughts, and some re­ 
lief is obtained with activity, heat or aspirin. 
Physical examination and laboratory findings are 
negative except, for some tenderness and stiffness. 
Dr. Graham points out that people may become 
sore and stiff from mental as well as physical trou­ 
ble. "These patients are tense, restless, and high- 
strung, they cannot relax. They sit. on the edge of 
the chair as they relate their symptoms. They 
suffer from emotional restraint; some have a deep- 
seated resentment or anger. Just as these factors 
or conditions give rise to heart and stomach symp­ 
toms in some patients, so in others the symptoms 
are muscular.” • 
What about treatment of muscular rheumatism 
or fibrositis? 
Just as in heart and stomach symptoms when 
no organic disease is present, “getting the patient, 
to relax in the first thought. This means that, the 
emotional stress and strain (anxiety) must be re­ 
moved. In some cases it is the personality of the 
patient that is the underlying cause; in other cases 
it is the patient’s surroundings at home or at work. 
“A good history W'iil uncover the aggravating force, 
whether it he the employer, the boss, wife or hus­ 
band or the housing situation. Reassurance that 
fibrositis is not a progressive arthritis is helpful.”

Strange trades have swooped 
down 
on 
this 
region 
and 
dis­ 
apeared with just as great haste. 
For instance from 1885 to 1890 
“hoop-making” 
employed 
thous­ 
ands of men in the Catskill Mt. 
region. 
At 
the 
height 
of 
this 
industry, it was estimated accord­ 
ing to author H. A. Haring, who 
wrote “Our Catskil Mts.” some 
50 
to 
60 
million 
hoops 
came 
out of the Catskills each year. 
One concern, Theodore WiJklow of 
Kripple Bush, later of Ellenville, 
distributed 15 to 18 million hoops 
a year, with a trade extending all 
over the west, especially with the 
great flour mills of Minneapolis. 
There was also a large local mar­ 
ket immediately south of Kings­ 
ton, in the Rosendale district, for 
the coopering of lime and “Rosen- 
dale” cement. Wooden hoops in 
those days were used for packing 
cases of all 
sorts, 
as 
well 
as 
barrels 
of 
sugar, 
flour, 
lime, 
cement, tobacco, etc. 
This industry flourished in these 
parts of the county until about 
1890. or some 20 years after the 
last tannery closed dow-n in 1870. 
The machine-made sawed wooden 
hoop from the Mississippi Valley 
displaced 
all 
hand-made 
hoops. 
Then came the wire or strap steel 
and that displaced the lumber- 
mill products, so goes the march 
of progress. 


Another mysterious craft or in­ 
dustry was glass making. They 
say near Woodstock some of the 
old families still own quaint orna­ 
ments of glass, or just hunks of 
, molten glass they may have been 
found near the site of old furnaces. 
It was a thriving business like 
“hoop-making” and the concerns 
are 
listed 
as 
“manufactories”. 
They made window glass, domes 
to go over clocks, dishes and art 
objects. The window glass was 
principally used for transoms and 
sky lights. It was manufactured

( )ne of the reasons w hy tu b e r­ 
culosis continues to be a serious 
public health problem is the fact 
that it is com m unicable — that 
people who have the disease can 
pass it on to well people. M ore­ 
over. a person can be in contact 
with tuberculosis w ithout realiz­ 
ing it because TB has no obvious 
sym ptom s 
in 
an 
early 
stage. 
T here are an estim ated 500,000 
people in this country with ac­ 
tive TB, only half of whom are 
known to health authorities. 
The overcrowded living condi­ 
tions, especially since W orld W ar 
2. are also well known to us. In­ 
dividual homes are largely dis­ 
appearing in the larg er cities, to 
ho replaced by huge a p a rtm e n t 
houses, m any of which have be­ 
come m ore and m ore overcrow d­ 
ed due to our increased popula­ 
tion.

spread of TB. 
The individual has, of course, 
little control over crowded living, 
w orking, and traveling conditions 
I these days.

This is possible when he gets a 
chest X -ray at least once a year, 
i as part of his com plete physical 
I exam ination.

Judge Mathes. 52. a graduate of 
the University of Texas and H ar­ 
vard Law School, in quiet m eas­ 
ured tones, asked each prospective 
juror: 
“Can you lay aside any prej­ 
udice and sit with im partiality? 
If you were a defendant, would 
you lie willing to bo tried by a 
jury composed of people in the 
same fram e of mind as you?” 
He told the veniremen constant­ 
ly :“The law holds th at m em ber­ 
ship or even holding an office in 
the Communist party is not a vio­ 
lation of the law. It all boils down 
to this: Would any of you jump 
to the conclusion the defendants 
are guilty just because they are 
members of the Communist par­ 
ty ?’’ 
The defendants, all Californians, 
are charged with conspiring to 
teach and advocate violent over­ 
throw of the government, in vio­ 
lation of the Smith Act of 1940. 
The maximum penalty under the 
act is IO years in prison and $10,- 
000 fine. 
The grand jury indictment links 
them with the l l national party 
heads convicted in the 1919 New 
York trial.

Leaders Trial Off 
To Speedy Start

speedy start. 
A jury of eight women and four 
men was chosen yesterday, cut­ 
ting valuable days off a trial still 
expected to run three or four 
months. 
The quick selection, courtroom 
observers agreed, was due large­ 
ly to the way U. S. Judge Wil­ 
liam C. M athes cut through a 
maze of 305 questions which de­ 
fense attorneys wanted put to the 
prospective jurors. 
The five-man defense staff—not 
including William Schneiderman, 
alleged acting party chief who is 
defending himself—gave up chal­ 
lenging veniremen after 47 per­ 
sons were questioned. 
By then,

neys had agreed on the jury of 12, 
plus four alternates. 
Judge Mathes, 52, a graduate of 
the University of Texas and H ar­ 
vard Law School, in quiet m eas­ 
ured tones, asked each prospective 
juror: 
“Can you lay aside any prej­ 
udice and sit with im partiality? 
If you were a defendant, would 
you lie willing to be tried by a 
jury composed of people in the 
same fram e of mind as you?” 
He told the veniremen constant­ 
ly: 
"The law holds th at m em ber­ 
ship or even holding an office in 
the Communist party is not a vio­ 
lation of the law. It all boils down 
to this: Would any of you jump 
to the conclusion the defendants 
are guilty just because they are 
members of the Communist par­ 
ty ? ’’ 
The defendants, all Californians, 
are charged with conspiring to 
teach and advocate violent over­ 
throw of the government, in vio­ 
lation of the Smith Act of 1940. 
The maximum penalty under the 
act is 10 years in prison and $10,- 
000 fine. 
The grand jury indictment links 
them with the 11 national party 
heads convicted in the 1919 New 
York trial. 
U. S. Atty. W alter S. Binns es­ 
tim ated the prosecution will take 
at least three weeks to present 
its case, starting with an opening 
argum ent Tuesday morning.

New Access Taxiway 
At Newark Airport 


N ew ark, N. J., Feb. 2 UP>—A 
new access taxiway to cut down 
the num ber of plane flights over 
Elizabeth and New ark opens to­ 
day at Newark airport. 
An official of neighboring Eliza­ 
beth, scene of two m ajor crashes 
since Dec. 16, called the airport a 
“m onster th at m ust be curbed” 
at a public hearing in Elizabeth 
yesterday before a five-man House 
inter-state commerce subcommit­ 
tee.

W ashington, Feb. 2 UP) — Stalin 
is against starting a full-scale w ar 
because he fears it might jeopard­ 
ize his place in history, according 
to an informed diplomatic source. 
The official, who stipulated that 
his name not be used, put it this 
way: 
Stalin realizes, at 72, th at his­ 
tory will rem em ber him as the 
man who built Russia into a pow­ 
erful nation ringed by satellites. 
He would risk this record in a w ar 
with the W est. Hence, he cautions 
the Politburo against starting one. 
The source said he believes S ta­ 
lin is still Russia’s boss, even 
though he spends half of each year 
at a vacation resort.
